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Mystery solved 

Stolen merchandise returned to Romulus hotel employee by police

Dale Howard, general mana- 
ger of the Romulus Howard 
Johnson Hotel, recently thank- 
ed the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment for a job well done. 

Romulus officers assisted 
Howard with locating the sus- 
pect of an employee theft, 
which occurred Jan. 28 at the 
hotel. Officers Mike Ondejko 
and Mike Giroux investigated 
the incident, according to Ho- 
ward. 

“In October 1990, 1 was asked 
by one of my best employees if 
we could possibly store some 
personal articles she had to 

House fire 
caused by 
arson

The fire which destroyed a 
Romulus house on 28176 Ecorse 
Road Feb. 2 was caused by 
arson. 

Romulus Fire Chief William 
Greenslait and detective Sgt. 
Eric Painter recently searched 
through the burned wreckage 
and found enough evidence to 
appear as if arson was the 
cause. 

“We know it couldn’t have 
been the owner of the property 
because the owner didn’t have 
any insurance,” Greenslait 
said. “The owner’s son was us- 
ing the home for an office. He 
moved out about two months 
ago but left the heat on.” 


confiscate from her son to 
avoid his selling them for in- 
appropriate purposes,” Ho- 
ward said. “The articles were 
primarily baseball cards and 
comic books, along with 
assorted other articles.” 

Howard agreed to store the 
articles after informing the 
employee the hotel could not be 
responsible for the articles. 
The cards and other items were 
stored in the storage closet in 
the basement of the establish- 
ment, where only three people 
knew the whereabouts of the 
items. 

“On Jan. 28, 1991, the em- 
ployee went to the storage area 


to retrieve some articles of clo- 
thing to return to her son,” Ho- 
ward said. “At this time, she 
noted that several of the boxes 
had been moved about, but 
wasn’t certain if anything was 
missing.” 

Howard informed the em- 
ployee he had been searching 
for some glasses that could 
have been stored there and had 
to move some of the articles to 
reach the cases of glasses. 

“She was not convinced that 
everything was still there, so 
the following day, she returned 
to the storeroom to remove her 
belongings to store them else- 
where.” Howard said. “Upon 


her entry into the storeroom- 
,she found that most of the 
baseball cards and comic 
books were now gone, when 
they had been there 24 hours 
before.” 

The cards and comic books 
were valued at $15,000, accord- 
ing to the employee. Howard 
contacted the Romulus police 
Jan. 30 and Ondejko and 
Giroux were assigned to the 
case. 

“Officer Giroux investigated 
the possibility of prints,” Ho- 
ward said. “In his investiga- 
tion of the scene, it was appa- 
rent that nothing could be 
ascertained from the physical 
evidence, so at this time, we 


discussed possible suspects for 
him to interview." 

“I have dealt with Giroux on 
several occasions when other 
problems have arisen at the 
hotel in the past. I have always 
been impressed with his 
perseverance in these other in- 
stances, but this one was ex- 
ceptional.” 

Giroux contacted the suspect 
suggested by Howard for an in- 
terview at the police station. 

“With no more than a vague 
possibility of being correct ab- 
out the identity of the perpetra- 
tor, Giroux became quickly 
convinced he was speaking to 
the guilty party. He also con- 


vinced the person it would be in 
everyone’s best interest to dis- 
close what had been done,” Ho- 
ward said. 

Within an hour of the inter- 
view, all the missing articles 
were returned to the owner. 

“The employee, who was de- 
vastated at the loss, is now able 
to sleep knowing her son no lon- 
ger feels she betrayed him,” 
Howard said. “I am rid of a 
thief whom I never dreamed 
would do anything like this, and 
the police department has an 
exemplary officer who must be 
commended for his exceptional 
work in solving our problem.” 

Police 

investigate 

stabbing

Romulus police have no sus- 
pects in the investigation of a 
Northwest Flight attendant 
who was found dead Monday in 
her hotel room at the Hilton 
Airport Inn. 

A housekeeper at the Inn 
found Nancy J. Ludwig, 41, of 
Minnetonka, Minn., dead in her 
room around noon. 

The Wayne County medical 
examiner stated Ludwig died 
after her throat was sliced, 
according to Romulus police 
detective Lt. Kenneth Kraus. 

“She checked into the Hilton 
Sunday evening after being 
held over from a flight which 
started out in Minnesota,” 
Kraus said. “She was sexually 
assaulted.” 

Contrary to previous reports 
on local television newscasts, 
Ludwig is married but has no 
children. 

As of Tuesday, the weapon 
used in her death had not been 
found. 

Romulus police also said 
they had no motive for why 
someone would kill the flight 
attendant. 

State police officers are 
assisting Romulus police with 
the investigation. 

Ludwig had been a North- 
west Airlines flight attendant 
for 15 years, according to 
Northwest officials. 

Her death is the second of two 
hospital-related deaths in 
Romulus-area hotels during 
the last year. 

The last death involved Ber- 
tram Harper, a California man 
who helped his wife commit

About 11:45 p.m. Feb. 2, 
Romulus firefighters were cal- 
led to the home on Ecorse. Ab- 
out 15 firefighters spent two 
hours trying to douse the 
flames. One firefighter was in- 
jured in the incident, Greens- 
lait said. 

"Don Daughenbaugh was on 
the main floor trying to put the 
fire out next to a wall,” Greens- 
lait said. “He fell right through 
a hole in the floor to the base- 
ment. His mask was torn off as 
he was falling, and he landed on 
his back.” 

Daughenbaugh was trans- 
ported to Annapolis Hospital, 
where he was treated for a sore 
back and smoke inhalation. He 
was released that day. 

"It took about two-and-a-half 
hours to put the fire out,” 
Greenslait said. “We’re still 
continuing an investigation. 
We put a notice out with several 
agencies we work with on these 
kinds of instances.”

The Crossroads Production 
Co., a Redford-based theater 
group, visited Barth 
Elementary School students 
Feb. 18 to recognize Black His- 
tory Month. 

Michelle Shafay played the 
interview host, introducing the 
students to several outstand- 
ing historical black male and 
female leaders, including Har- 
riet Tubman, who fought for 
freedom of the blacks, and 
world explorer Mathew 
Henson. 

Shafay introduced herself as 


the famous black surgeon 
Charles Drews. 

“There have been a number 
of black Americans who con- 
tributed to the development of 
black America,” Shafay said. 
“Black Americans have con- 
tributed to a number of histor- 
ical events, including the 
areas of sports, education, 
literature and math.” 

Shafay introduced Tubman 
to the students as someone 
who fought for freedom no 
matter what obstacles she 
faced. 

“She wasn't afraid of any- 
thing,” Shafay said. “When 
she freed herself, she went 
back for others.” 

The individual playing Tub- 


man explained to the students 
that she risked her life in order 
to do what was right and to free 
all blacks from slavery. 

‘‘Slaves will always be 
beaten and never have enough 
food in their belly,” Tubman 
said. “I worked the under- 
ground to free the slaves. I 
never lost a passenger.” 

The students seemed in- 
terested in Henson, who was 
the first black man to reach 
the North Pole on April 6, 1909. 

Henson told the students of 
his long journey through ice 
and snow, where several of his 
companions died because of 
hazardous weather conditions. 

“I was 13 years old when I 
knew I wanted to be an explor- 


er,” Henson said. “I wanted to 
be famous.” 

During the production, 
third-grader Jackie Evans 
and fourth-grader James Hill 
participated in a running heat 
with famous black athletes 
Jesse Owens and Wilma 
Rudolph. Rudolph was one of 
22 children who fought an ill- 
ness to achieve her goal. 

The race was won by Hill 
and Owens. Both Hill and 
Evans received gold medals 
for their participation. 

Throughout the perform- 
ance, the Crossroads actors 
stressed to the elementary stu- 
dents the importance of get- 
ting a good education and 
staying in school.

Westland and Inkster join ‘push-off’ program 


The Wayne County Prosecu- 
tor’s office reported Monday 
the Westland and Inkster 
police departments are star 
participants in the 5-month-old 
automobile forfeiture 
program 

So far. Inkster police have 
seized 28 autos and Westland 
police 10 autos since the start of 
Campaign PUSH-OFF (When 
Purchasers Use our Streets 
and Highways: Opt For Forfei- 
ture). 

Nine participating law- 
enforcement agencies, includ- 
ing the Wayne County Sheriff's 


Department, have confiscated 
123 autos since October 1990. 

Campaign PUSH-OFF con- 
centrates on the demand side of 
the local drug war by deterring 
buyers. 

When probable cause is 
established, police officers 
seize a drug buyer's vehicle, 
and keep it until the buyer pays 
a $750 redemption fee, plus any 
storage costs. 

“It’s a very effective prog- 
ram. and it continues to grow,’’ 
said George Ward, chief assis- 
tant Wayne County prosecut- 
ing attorney.

“PUSH-OFF gives all patrol 
officers a chance to get in- 
volved." Colwell said. 

In fact, 92 percent of the 28 
vehicles seized in Inkster were 
owned by residents of other 
communities. 

To date, all of the forfeitures 
have been settled out of court. 

A U.S. Justice Department 
grant of $250,000 pays the salar- 
ies of a retail forfeiture law 
clerk and a paralegal, who pro- 
cesses court documents. 

In October 1991, the grant 


will be reviewed. A federal 
study of the program will also 
analyze the effectiveness of the 
program. 

Eventually, the program 
should be able to fund itself 
through redemption and stor- 
age fees, according to Colwell. 

“It's a very good forfeiture 
tool,” Westland Police Inspec- 
tor Michael Frayer said. 

He said both drug buyers and 
sellers must be addressed to 
wage an effective drug war. 

The Westland Police Depart- 
ment uses the vehicles for 
undercover work or auctions 


them. Proceeds from the auc- 
tion are used to fund police 
efforts in the drug war. 

Both Inkster and Westland 
police departments have room 
to store seized vehicles, but 
Ward said the county provides 
an outlet in Brownstown 
Township to store vehicles if 
departments need one. 

Awareness among residents 
who have relatives and friends 
using drugs has also increased. 
Ward said.

suicide in a Romulus hotel 
room Aug. 19. 

Harper, 72, slipped a plastic 
bag over his wife’s head while 
she was sleeping. 

He testified in Detroit Recor- 
der’s Court Dec. 19 that he 
didn't believe any laws were 
broken. 

Prosecuting and defending 
attorneys were having difficul- 
ties gathering enough evidence 
and case law to prove assisting 
a suicide is or isn’t against the 
law. 

Virginia Harper, 69, was suf- 
fering from excruciating pain 
as a result of terminal breast 
and liver cancer when she 
asked her husband and daugh- 
ter to accompany her to Michi- 
gan to be with her when she en- 
ded her life, according to 
Harper. 

The Harpers didn't believe 
.Bertram Harper would be pro- 
secuted for assisting her in 
suicide in Michigan based on 
literature published by the 
-Hemlock Society, a Portland. 
Ore. -based right-to-die orga- 
nization. 


Ex-first lady offers public relations pointers

Paula Blanchard gave a 
brief informative speech Feb. 
19 to the Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce about using public 
relations to gain company exp- 
osure. 

The luncheon, staged at the 
new Romulus Marriott, fo- 
cused on how a business can 
use public relations as a tool to 
"get the right message across 
at the right time to the right 
people.” 

Blanchard is associate vice 
president of Casey Com- 
munications in Southfield. The 
company is one of the largest 
public relation firms in Michi- 
gan, according to Blanchard. 

“Public relations is an effort 
to communicate with someone 
and deal with the force of pub- 
lic opinion,” Blanchard said. 

The use of public relations 
tactics dates back to the Boston 
Tea Party when English resi- 
dents rallied to gain support 
against the king of England by 
throwing tea into the harbor as 
a show of public support, Blan- 
chard said. 

“P.T. Barnum had an uncan- 
ny instinct of knowing what the 
public wanted,” Blanchard 
said. “Smart PR goes beyond 
getting the company name in 
the newspaper. You practice 
PR every single day whether 
it’s changing the logo on the 


company stationary or starting 
an employee newsletter.” 

Blanchard listed 10 tips on 
how public relations can work 
for a business, including re- 
search, counseling, crisis man- 
agement, special events, 
media relations, communica- 
tion training, public affairs, 
community relations, em- 
ployee relations and using sup- 
port and collateral materials 

“The old flying by the seat of 
your pants doesn't work any 
more,” Blanchard said. “To- 
day, you have to define the 
problem or the opportunity. 
This involves probing the 
knowledge of your key audi- 
ence. If the research is good 
enough, you don’t have to do 
any guess w-ork.” 

Businesses should develop a 
plan based on the research in 
order to make the necessary 
decisions. Other aspects of re- 
search include the imple- 
mentation, as well as the eva- 
luation processes, on how well 
the company achieved its goal, 
she said. 

Other tips she offered in- 
cluded: 

• Counseling. Public rela- 
tions can help through counsel- 
ing by determining the goals 
and objectives of the business. 

• Crisis management. Com- 
panies should be prepared for a 
crisis by implementing a plan 
of action to avoid being out of 
control. 


• Special events. Plan 
enough fun activities to draw 
media attention. 

• Media relations. Media re- 
lations is a key function. It 
promotes high visibility for the 
business. 

• Communication training. 

• Public affairs. This aspect 


shows how to support govern- 
ment affairs people and lob- 
byists. 

• Community relations. 
Comes into play with environ- 
mental issues. Can help iden- 
tify the attitudes. 

• Employee relations. Learn 
to work with media in announc- 


ing plant closings. 

• Support and collateral 
material. This is an informa- 
tional sharing and gathering 
process. 

“A good public relations firm 
will help polish the story you 
want and package and sell it.” 
Blanchard said. 


Mayor 

sees 

bright 

future

In her annual State of the 
City Address, Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally said she 
sees a bright future for resi- 
dents. 

Although Romulus is ex- 
pected to grow at a slower pace 
this year, McAnally expects 
significant housing improve- 
ments. 

“Once the airport plans are 
in place, we will be making a 
strong effort to increase re- 
sidential housing opportunities 
and striving for greater diver- 
sification of the industrial 
base,” McAnally said. 

“During the breathing space 
afforded by the national econo- 
mic slowdown, Romulus will 
engage in some strategic plan- 
ning and begin a marketing 
effort that will be less regional 
and more national and interna- 
tional in scope.” 

In 1991, Romulus residents 
will see the finalization of plans 
for an exhibition center and 
ground breaking on a new city 
golf course and associated re- 
sidential development. 

“The Romulus Historical 
Park will be completed and a 
beginning made on the down- 
town revitalization effort as a 
result of some Goddard Road 
improvements,” McAnally 
said. 

Due to Wayne County offi- 
cials purchasing the city De- 
partment of Public Works 
building for the airport expan- 
sion, plans are now underway 
for a new DPW building, 
according to McAnally. 

“We expect to see the first 
phase of the Wickham Road 
improvements and streetscape 
along with the Smith/Vining 
Road construction through out 
TIFA districts,” McAnally 
said. “And our second senior 
citizen housing facility will 
open for residents.” 

Last November, McAnally 
said the economy could put a 
damper on any new housing 
construction. 

“It all depends on whether 
the economy holds together,” 
McAnally said. “If it goes bad, 
it goes bad for everyone. It’s a 
matter of working hard to di- 
versify the economy so that it’s 
not totally auto related.” 

City officials are also trying 
to provide more job opportuni- 
ties for young residents and 
keep city hotels satisfied. 

"I think in the future, we re 
going to be a multi-ethnic- 
cosmopolitan city with rural 
aspects. We'll also have soph- 
isticated businesses,” McAnal- 
ly said.”

Students learn about African life 


Romulus Wick Elementary 
School students had a chance to 
learn about life in Africa 
through the use of handmade 
dolls Feb. 15. 

Bertha Cook and Betty 
Smith, Detroit Public School 
teachers, presented a creative 
cultural program on African 
and African American history 
to the elementary students. 
Cook and Smith, who are sis- 
ters, used more than a dozen 
African American dolls to de- 
scribe the culture of the Afri- 
can tribes. The dolls were 
handmade by Cook and Smith. 

“We started this last year,” 
Cook said. “We wanted to have 
something to get hold of the 
childrens’ attention. We never 
intended to sell the doll collec- 
tion. We are trying to teach the 
children about the ways of the 
African American.” 

Cook and Smith travel 


throughout the country with 
their dolls visiting numerous 
schools during winter and 
spring break.

“This is a king who meets 
with other kings,” Smith said 
to the students.

Smith taught the students a 
little about the African way of 
bartering, exchanging goods 
and services between a trader 
and a potential customer. 

“The trader’s responsibility 
is to move from one village to 
another,” Smith said. “The 
trader comes to the house, 
brings all the goods and lays 
them on the porch. Everything 
you are interested in you take 
and put in a pile. You then ask 
the trader, ‘what is the best 
price.'” 

The African customer can 
bargain with the trader for 
what he or she believes is a 
good deal for the merchandise. 


Smith said. 

‘‘Sometimes, traders can 
stay atone home for fourorfive 
hours,” Smith said. 

Smith held up a market 
woman doll to the students and 
described it as the richest per- 
son in Africa because she has 
things to sell. The doll had a 
crate of pop bottles on her 
head. 

The students also learned ab- 
out one African tribe which has 
the young girls shave their 
heads while the young men 
paint their faces and dye their 
hair red. 

Cook and Smith are the 
founders of ArtChees Inc., 
which manufactures and sells 
high quality African and Afri- 
can American dolls that can be 
used to promote cultural 
awareness and depict the aes- 
thetics of the African and Afri- 
can American people.

Section 1 : SHORT TITTF.- Thic Ordinance shall be known and cited as 
the amended Uniform Traffic Code. 

Section 2: Chapter 35, Article D. Division 5, Section 35-344 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 35-344. Unlawful Use of License; ALTERED OR FICTI- 
TIOUS CERTIFICATE OF INSURANCE; Violation punishable as 
misdemeanor. 

(a) It is unlawful for any person to display or cause or permit to be 
displayed or to have in his or her possession any Operator’s or Chauf- 
feur's License which is fictitious or canceled, revoked, suspended or 
altered. 

(b) It is unlawful for any person to display or cause or permit to be 
displayed, a Certificate of Insurance which is fictitious or has been 
altered. 

(c) Violation of this Section is punishable as a misdemeanor.

Section 3: Chapter 35, Article 0. Division 5, Section 35-350 is amended 
to read: 

Section 35.350 Registration Certificate; CERTIFICATE OF INSUR-

vehicle to which it refers or shall be carried by the person driving or in 
control of such vehicle who shall display the same upon demand of a 
police officer.

1. A bus, motorcycle, moped, any motor vehicle manufactured 
before January 1. 1965. any motor vehicle exempted under fed- 
eral law, a commercial or United States postal vehicle which 
makes frequent stops for the purpose of pick up or delivery of 
goods or services, or, any motor vehicle operated by a rural earner 
of the United Stales Postal Service while serving his or her route; 

2. A driver or passenger who possesses written verification from 
a physician that the driver or passenger is unable to wear a 
seat/safety belt for physical or medical reasons; or. 

3. A passenger of a school bus. 

(c) Enforcement of this Section by law enforcement agencies shall be 
only as a secondary action when operator of a motor vehicle has been 
detained for a suspected violation of another Section of this Chapter. 

(d) A person who violates this Section is responsible for a civil 
infraction.

Section 5: Severability 

Should any section, clause or provisions of this ordinance be declared 
to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as 
a whole or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid.

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Program hits 
dealers 
where it hurts 

The Wayne County Sheriff’s Department and two local 
police departments have been successful in their parti- 
cipation in Campaign PUSH-OFF - When Purchasers 
Use our Streets and Highways: Opt For Forfeiture. 

Their success can be attributed to the fact that the 
campaign hits drug dealers right where it hurts - the 
wallet. 

Through the program, local police departments are 
urged to make use of the drug forfeiture act which allows 
police agencies to confiscate property used in drug deals. 

Westland and Inkster have been star participants in the 
program. 

Inkster police have seized 28 automobiles and Westland 
police have confiscated 10 automobiles. 

Both police departments deserve credit for seeing the 
merit of such a program. 

We have warned drug users about the health risks and 
about the legal ramifications of their habits, and have 
yielded no great response in terms of kicking the drug 
habit. 

If they were not swayed by threats of death and impris- 
onment, then they seem to have been motivated some- 
what by the threat of losing money. 

Under this new program, a police officer can seize the 
automobile of a suspected drug buyer when probable 
cause exists. The car is kept until the suspect pays a $750 
redemption fee, plus any storage costs associated with 
the impoundment of the vehicle. 

We anxiously await more good news from the two parti- 
cipating police agencies, and hope to hear of other depart- 
ments following suit. 

Any action taken to stop drug use in our communities, is 
a step toward improving our lifestyles and our neighbor- 
hoods. 

Hoping accusations 
are far from truth 

Last week Inkster city councilmembers spoke about 
their fears that the department of social services was 
using Inkster as a “dumping” ground for transients find- 
ing their way under the DSS umbrella. 

Councilman Ernest Hendricks said the motels and 
hotels along Michigan Ave. have been used to house these 
transients from other communities, and that these indi- 
viduals were creating even more problems in a commun- 
ity already suffering from a crime wave. 

What a terrible way to deal with the so-called “throw- 
aways” of this society. To hide them discreetly in area 
motels never really addressing their needs. 

Councilmembers are now discussing an ordinance 
which would limit residency in Inkster hotels to 30 days. 
This proposal will be discussed with motel/hotel owners 
along the Michigan strip. 

If this is the only way to solve the problem, then we are 
all for it. Once again, why should Inkster be placed in a 
position of accepting those things which nobody else 
wants. 

More importantly, however, it is the role of the DSS to 
take care of the needs of these individuals and help put 
them on the right track for the future. Hiding them in 
hotel rooms is not the answer. 

It is not the answer for Inkster and other surrounding 
communities, and it is not the answer for the clients of the 
DSS. 

The county has taken a positive step in addressing the 
needs of the homeless by opening a shelter for homeless 
families on the Eloise property in Westland. There are 
hundreds of other vacant properties that could perhaps be 
put to better use, especially in response to the needs of 
these individuals.

Taxpayers carry 
more burden than 
ever 

The taxpayers of the Wayne- 
Westland Community School 
District are financially support- 
ing their schools in 1990-91 more 
than they ever have before. 

Dr. Dennis O’Neill is quoted 
as saying that the current $39.38 
per $1,000 of State Equalized 
Valuation is $4.02 less than the 
rate four years ago. 

The 1987-88 school year (four 
years ago) has been used by Dr. 
O’Neill as the “base” for his 
statement because the tax rate 
that year was the highest oper- 
ating millage levied in the 
school district’s history. The 
2.75 mills, now expired, passed 
by 11 votes in April 1987 and was 
for two years to help straighten 
out the district until other help 
could be obtained from the 
state. This year there is the 
greatest chance for the state to 
return to its 1980 level of 50 per- 
cent funding as proposed by the 
new governor. 

The value of property in the 
school district increased almost 
27 percent from the “base” year 
of 1987-88 until 1991. During the 
same four-year period, the 
amount of dollars from local 
taxpayers increased almost 23 
percent to an all-time high. In 
1987-88 local taxpayers contri- 
buted 54 percent of the school 
tax dollars while the state con- 
tributed 46 percent. Today, the 
taxpayers pay 64 percent, and 
the state only pays 36 percent. 

Yes, Wayne-Westland tax- 
payers are financially support- 
ing their schools more today 
than they ever have before. 

But what about the future? 
The board of education wants an 
increase of $7.75 per $1,000 SEV 
which is almost a 20-percent in- 
crease. It will generate an addi- 
tional $10 to $11.5 million per 
year, and since the “base" year 
of 1987-88 would increase tax- 
payers school taxes over 42 per- 
cent in four years. 

School officials state that the 
proposal is the same as the one 
defeated by voters last June. 
This proposal is not the same. 
The board wants the increase 
for five years. The proposed 
millage will last three years lon- 
ger than either millage defeated 
earlier, raising an additional 
$30-$35 million 

In addition to the extra time 
and extra money, 32 mills now 
levied will expire in 1995 also 
That means that an arrogant 


board and superintendent will 
try to “blackmail” the voters in 
1985 with a combined renewal of 
39.75 mills. They will offer 
another up-or-down, all-or- 
nothing proposal and threaten 
to shut down the schools if the 
voters reject it. 

If the current millage passes, 
an arrogant board with plenty of 
voted money will spend freely, 
waste freely, and reward the 
mediocre performance of its 
employees. 

Responsible government 
spends what it must to meet the 
needs. The Wayne-Westland 
Board of Education continues to 
spend what it doesn’t have.

PENNY-PINCHING 


Saving a little now can 
make a big difference later 

BY MARGO DEWEY 


A penny saved at the beginning 
of the year could amount to dollars 
earned at the end of the year with 
the proper investment 
What most people have to learn 
before a profit can be made, 
however, are the best investment 
avenues to follow, according to 
Dennis Wallot, certified financial 
planner and regional vice 
president of Money Concepts in 
Westland 

“Most people don’t know they 
still really qualify for an IRA,” 
Wallot said “Instead waiting until 
next year, put $166 away each 
month now, which will gain 
interest all year round " 

Wallot also recommends paying 
off all credit cards by next year 
because the interest rate on the 
cards will not be allowed as a 
deduction for the 1991 tax year. 
Michigan residents can still write 
off 10 percent of the credit card 
interest for 1990. 

“Investments are still 
deductible W .ill"' said But not 
all investments are good for 
everyone depending on the risk 
factor Some pay 80 to 90 percent. 


Interest on business loans are fully 
deductible.” 

Individuals who receive earned 
income credit and make $20,000 or 
less a year and have children can 
file for a tax exemption, according 
to Wallot. 

“Next year, the new business 
allowance will be 27 cents a mile 
due to gas prices increasing 5 
cents a gallon," Wallot said 

It’s better to look for investment 
avenues early in order to make 
money, otherwise. Uncle Sam will 
be taking money away, Wallot 
said. Buying government savings 
bonds is one way to invest, 
however. Wallot explained savings 
bonds only receive a 7.2 interest 
rate. 

“I would only put a portion of 
the money into a savings bond,” 
Wallot said “Inflation can chew- 
up the money invested in a bond 
over the years.” 

W'hatever investment avenue an 
individual decides to take, Wallot 
recommends to choose one which 
suits the income brackets and 
needs of the individual or family.

With tax deductions dwindling 
and the economy tightening, the 
difference between receiving a tax 
refund or owing the government 
money can make a big impact on 
how you plan your finances for 
years to come, local tax return 
preparers say. 

“Organizing yourself ahead of 
time can make doing your taxes 10 
times easier,” said Grace Gravino, 
supervisor of H&R Block in 
Westland “You should already 
start preparing yourself in 
January for your 1991 tax 
returns.” 

Unfortunately for most, filing 
tax returns can become a taxing 
experience. 

Consider the decisions 
Itemizing or using the easy form 9 
Taking the standard deduction or 
personal exemption? Preparing 
them yourself or taking them to a 
professional tax preparer? 

“New clients come in and 
sometimes they don’t bring in the 
information we need or they bring 
in too much information, which 
adds to the confusion and costs 
time to evaluate,” said Kevin 


| McKelvey, vice president of 
Gerald E McKelvey and 
Associates in Belleville. “Some 
actually believe our fee is based on 
the size of their return, which is 
untrue and unlawful.” 

Another common myth about tax 
preparing is assuming 
unemployment wages are not 
considered taxable. 

Lewis Smith, owner of Ebony 
Associates in Inkster, said people 
don’t realize if, for example, you 
earn $3,000 in unemployment that 
you will have to pay between 17 
and 33 percent on your federal 
return and 4.6 percent on your 
state return 

“You might end up receiving a 
smaller refund or owing money 
back,” Lewis said 

According to area tax prepares, 
other common mistakes people 
make on tax returns are not. 

• Taking the correct standard 
deduction 

• Including both the standard 
deduction along with a personal 
exemption on non itemized tax 
returns. 

• Itemizing car license fees. 
Licenses of cars newer than 1987 
qualify for deductions. 

• Making sure their social 
security number is correct either 
on the W2 form or on the tax 


return itself. 

• Reporting all income received 
during the tax year. 

• Adding and subtracting 
correctly. 

• Signing the tax return 


With the nation already a month 
into the war, it is not too likely 
Americans are considering 
long-term financing. 

But for those who are, financial 
analysts are recommending real 
estate purchases. 

The reasons: Low' interest rates 
and the fact many homeowners are 
having a hard time finding a buyer, 
according to Jerry Hodge, a local 
independent financial planner 
Hodge said for those in a hurry to 
sell, they may have to bring the 
price of their home down. 

“It’s a good time to go out and 
buy a home for those people who 
are looking to get into the housing 
market first-time buyers. It’s 
definitely a buyer’s market,” 

Hodge said 

New' home starts are down, 
according to Hodge. The reason 
being that builders are having a 
hard time finding buyers for the 
newer homes. 


“It’s always a good idea to 
double-check your figures with a 
calculator,” Lewis said. “When 
you re in doubt, ask someone. It’s 
better to find out now instead of 
paying later.” 


“Everybody is staying put,’’ he 
said. “They’re afraid to invest. 
They’re waiting to see what 
happens with the war and the 
economic situation. 

For homeow ners paying a 
mortgage, a good rule of thumb is 
to remortgage if the interest rate is 
2 percent lower than the rate you 
are currently paying . 

The interest rate has been in the 
range of 8.5 percent and 9.5 
percent, according to Hodge. 

Lower interest rates can also 
affect investors negatively, he said. 

“You have to consider if the bank 
is making less on your money, than 
they won’t pay out as much either,” 
Hodge said, adding it could also 
impact certificates of deposits and 
saving accounts. 

“The equalized trend of interest 
rates has been downward,” Hodge 
said. 


Long-term financing 
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BACK TO BARTERING

Bartering with goods and services 
instead of cold cash could be one 
way to guarantee profits for the 
small or large business owner in 
the near future.

In fact, when the economy is on a 
downward spiral, bartering 
increases. 

“When the economy is soft, a 
greater number of businesses join 
Metro Trading,” Mercier said 
“Metro Trading Association 
awakens the sleeping assests of a 
corporation. ” 


He said bartering has a number 
of advantages:
